AN UNUSUAL REPORT. 


Written Especially For The W aco Morning News 
By Elbert Hubbard. 


The recently published annual statement of the Amer­ 
ican 7 elegraph and I elephone company is a very remark­ 
able document. 
In it President Vail discusses the value of 
telephone service to the public, and states very frankly that 
in order to afford the best possible utility to the public a tel­ 
ephone company should control the entire telephone field. 
And the nearer this can be brought about, the closer the 
approach to the maximum efficiency of IOO per cent will 
be attained. 


In a district where two telephones operate, overhead 
charges are pretty nearly doubled. 
The 'consumer” has 
two booths instead of one. 
One bell rings and the other 
telephone is answered. Annoyance and waste of time of at 
least two people is a constant result. 
If there are three telephone companies in a district it is 
absolutely fatal to the success of any of them. 
The profit 
involved is so slight that the cost of maintenance must be 
reduced to a minimum. 
Managers of these so-called monopolies all realize the 
argument here put forth by President Vail, but none that 
I can now recall have ever had the temerity to go before 
the public with a frank statement putting forth the argu­ 
ment that a monopoly may do for the people what unre­ 
strained competition never can. This is what the American 
has always advocated, the monopoly, of course, being sub­ 
ject to proper governmental supervision. 
Where there is one company the responsibility and ac­ 
countability of this corporation to the public and to the pub­ 
lic supervising bodies can not possibly be misunderstood. 
It has obligated itself to serve the public, and it must do so 
with the greatest possible amount of efficiency. 
President Vail meets the obvious proposition that 
any mopopoly must be supervised by a sympathetic and 
competent governing board that represents the public at 
Urge. 


Such supervision must not be done by demagogues or 
politicians, but it should be in the hands of competent busi­ 
ness men who know the difficulties involved and who also 
have a high sense of what constitutes a perfect service. 
In the history of economics, President V ail’s appeal to 
the public should rank as an epoch. 
Instead of stating the 
case to the directors, behind barred doors, around a long 
table covered with green baize, President Vail takes the 
public into his confidence. 
He has nothing to hide, noth­ 
ing to hold back, and his belief is that when the public at 
large appreciate the condition that they will agree with him 
in his conclusions.

the thirteenth decennial census, was 
iBeued today by Director Durand of 
the bureau of the census, department 
of commerce and labor. 
These pre­ 
liminary statistics are based upon 
tabulations prepared under the direc­ 
tion of William C Hunt, chief statis­ 
tician for population in the census 
bureau, and are subject to revision. 
The statement also gives compara­ 
tive figures for I KOO. 
The census bureau treats as lib r­ 
ate every person unable to write, re­ 
gardless of his ability to read; the 
statistics relate only to persons lo 
years of age and over. 
The number nnd percentage of Il­ 
literates In the several states and 
geographic divisions are given in a 
table appended to the report. 
The number of Illiterate persona In 
continental I nned States at the cen­ 
sus of 1910 was 5,516.693 as com­ 
pared with 6,180,069 in 1900, a de­ 
crease in ten years of more than 600- 
OOrt In number and a decline of 10.7 
to 7.7 per cent In the proportion of 
the population IO years of age and 
over so reported. 
As shown by table No. I, the pro­ 
portion of Illiterates 
was 
lean 
in 
1910 than In 1900 In each of the 
nine geographic divisions and in all 
but two states, namely, Connecticut 
and New York. 
In these two states, 
In which the percentage was sub­ 
stantially the same at both censuses, 
th? number of Illiterates was larger

As shown by table No. A, 
there has been, similarly, a very ma­ 
terial decrease in both the number 
and proportion of illiterates among 
the negro population in the country
